In 32,000 ball, charged with Inelting to
rlot, conspiracy and disorderly con-
duct, Presldent Murphy was indlg-
nant agalngt the city officlals for tak-
ing Pratt Into custody.
Trouble was treported from Kensing
ton, In the northeastern part of the
clty, the great mill distriet, where two
bovs were shot, A crowd of youths
lay In walt for a car and as It passed
hurted & shower of stones. Two polive-
men who were on the r as protectors
of the crew opensd fire on the boys
and when the youths fled 1t was found
that two hand been wounded. Both
were rushed to u hospitsl and an ex-
amination showed that one had besn
shot In the chest and that the other
had been Injured slightly,

Comlng suddenly when least ex-
pected, this strike was doclared ngalnss
the Philadelphin Rapid Tranalt by the
Amalgamated Assoclation of Street and
Hlectric Rullway employes the other
day. Two cars were burned the same
nlght, u score of cars were attncked,
forclng thelr crews to abandon them,
tnd numoerous arrests were made, Ex-
pt In the central part of the efty,
streel rallway service was almost at
v atandstlll. Cars running through the
rentral statlons wers heavily protected.
Along Kensington avenue lumber and
sther obstructions were plled on the
tracks,

Two hundred and nlnety-aeven cara
grecked, seores of persons Injured, and
100 strike sympathizers arrested was
the result of the second day's rioting
in connectlon with the strike. The
Alsorders stopped only when the com-
puny declded not to operdte its lines
for seversl hours. By the time this
fleclglon was mude conditlons had be-
ome %0 werfous that Mayor Reyburn
nuwd sworn in 3,000 extran pollce and
had Issued a proclamstion enforeing
